Filled with thanksgiving that so many are privileged to again meet around the sacred altar of Patriotic Devotion, memory swings back 


to the days of old, when you, among the flower of the young manhood of the South, answered the bugle call, and marched away to the sound 
of Martial Music, in defense of the righteous cause of self government. 


For four long years the unequal struggle left on many a battle fild wounded and dying, with no Red Cross nurses, inadequate hospital 
and diminishing medical supplies. 


Almost simultaneously another army swiftly and quietly bonded itself together, and from every town and hamlet responded volunteers, 
alert for the call of duty, for the Ladies’ Aid Societies. Then when guns were stacked and many a mother’s son lay wounded on battlefields 
or filled hastily made graves, these same daughters of the South gathered to give a fairer resting place, or to send to loved ones the mortal 
remains, planning the while to set apart a day upon which to pay tribute in flowers and eulogy. Thus came our Southern Memorial Day. 


Each year, until the present time, when this devoted band, changing with the passing years, flung the torch of patriotic fire to younger 
hands,—have carried on, and its representatives from every point of the compass extend to you, our Honored and Beloved Veterans, most 
cordial greetings and pledge to future generations the sacred trust, bequeathed to them by their sainted mothers, to “tell the story of the 
glory of the men who wore the Gray; and like the Vestal Virgins of old, to keep the patriotic fires burning upon the altars of our Southland, 
till the dawning of the morning, when the mists have rolled away.” 


ECKLENBURG CouNTY was settled by the 

Scotch Irish about 1750 and the county 

government formed in 1762. The Gen- 
eral Assembly of North Carolina passed an Act 
November 7, 1768, creating the Town of Char- 
lotte, named in honor of Queen Charlotte, wife 
of George III, with Thomas Polk, Abram Alexan- 
der, George Allen, Richard Barry and John Fro- 
hock as commissioners to control the town govern- 
ment and sell the lots. 


The Navy Yard at Charlotte, N. C. 


The Scotch Irish being Presbyterian in faith, 
built Churches and Schools throughout the county, 
and established in Charlotte the first college in 
North Carolina called Queens Museum, later 
changed to Liberty Hall. This institution was the 
nursery of the Independence movement, that re- 
sulted in the Mecklenburg Declaration of Inde- 
pendence on May 20, 1775. 


When Cornwallis entered North Carolina, in 
September, 1780, expecting to overrun it as he 
had South Carolina, he met with such a warm re- 
ception in the little town of Charlotte, by Col. 
W. R. Davie commanding 250 patriots, in the en- 
gagement known as the “Battle of Charlotte,” 
that the British General designated the town and 
Mecklenburg County as ‘A Veritable Hornets’ 
Nest,” and made a hasty retreat from North Caro- 
lina on hearing of the Battle of King’s Mountain 
in this vicinity, after a stay of only two weeks.

N. C. MILITARY INSTITUTE, UNDER 
GEN. D. H. HILL 

In 1859 Major Daniel Harvey Hill, later Gen- 
eral Hill, built and established here the North Car- 
olina Military Institute. This building is being 
used as one of the public schools and is known as 
the D. H. Hill School. 

When the war opened in 1861, there were about 
200 cadets in the Institute, who volunteered for 
service and became drill masters in the training 
camps of North Carolina and later officers in the 
Confederate Army. 

Two companies, the Charlotte Grays and the 
Hornets Nest Riflemen were mustered in the ser- 
vice, and left Charlotte for Raleigh April 16, 1861, — 
although the State did not secede until May 20, 
1861. 

They were the nucleus of the First North Caro- 
lina Regiment commanded by Col. D. H. Hill, that 
took part in the Battle of Bethel, the first battle 
and victory of the war, early in June. Colonel 
Hill was promoted to General after this battle.

MECKLENBURG IN THE WAR 


Mecklenburg County sent twenty-one compa- 
nies into the war, composed of 2,732 soldiers, 
although the county had only 2,021 voters. 

Charlotte, situated on the main line of the rail- 
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road,far removed from _the scene of/ warfare, the 
Confederate government considered the town a 
safe place for an army post and many other estab- 
lishments. The first of these was the Confederate 
Navy Yard, where guns were cast and ordnance 
manufactured. The men and machinery from the 
Norfolk Navy Yard were removed to Charlotte 
after the capture of Norfolk by the Federals in 


1862, with Capt. Ashton Ramsey in charge. 


Commander Page was placed in command of 
the entire post with headquarters in the United 
States Mint Building, which is still in use. Char- 
lotte was also made a Depot for commissary sup- 
plies, housed in what is now the Central Hotel. 
Hospitals were located on South Tryon Street and 
a Medical Laboratory in the North Carolina Mili- 
tary Institute, now the D. H. Hill School, where 
medicines were manufactured from herbs and bark 
and the women of Mecklenburg met to make 
bandages and perform the “Red Cross” work of 
that day. 


CHARLOTTE AS A MILITARY 
RENDEZVOUS 


General Beauregard, commanding the Army of 
the West, had his headquarters here after he re- 
tired from Columbia on the approach of Sherman. 
President Davis, in the “Rise and Fall of the Con- 
federacy,” says, “General Johnston on February 
23rd at Charlotte relieved General Beauregard and 
assumed command. General Johnston’s force, 
when he took command, amounted to 16,000 In- 
fantry and 4,000 Cavalry.” General Johnston then 
proceeded to fight the Battle of Bentonville. 


MRS. JEFFERSON DAVIS IN CHARLOTTE 


Charlotte was also a refuge for Mrs. Davis and 
family for several weeks before President Davis 


~ 


and his entire Cabinet arrived here on the retreat 
from Richmond. 


In the party with Mrs. Davis, was her sister, 
Miss Howell, and also the daughters of Mr. Tren- 
holm, Secretary of the Treasury. When Mrs. Da- 
vis heard of Lee’s surrender and that Mr. Davis 
was making his way South, she became frantic with 
alarm. 

The troops under Captain Parker, who had the 
treasure train in charge, prepared to convey it to 
a place of safety and Mrs. Davis determined to 
join this party and left Charlotte two days before 
Mr. Davis arrived from Greensboro. 


PRESIDENT DAVIS AND CABINET IN 
CHARLOTTE 


Mr. Davis and his entire Cabinet, composed of 
Secretaries Benjamin, Mallory, Trenholm, Reagen, 
Breckinridge, and Attorney George Davis, were 
in Charlotte eight days, from the 18th of April 
to the 26th. While here, the last deliberations 
of the Confederacy took place and the surren- 
der of General Joseph Johnston and all troops 
east of the Mississippi, 90,000 in number 
(See “Rise and Fall of the Confederacy”) was 
authorized at a meeting of the President and Cab- 
inet, with General Johnston. The Confederate 
Government ceased to exist when the surrender 
occurred on April 26th at the end of the armistice, 
between Johnston and Sherman. 

While the Cabinet was in Charlotte the official 
meeting place was the Directors’ room of the Bank 
of North Carolina, which was for many years 
afterward, the home of the Charlotte Observer. A 
bronze tablet has been placed on the building to 
commemorate the event, by the Stonewall Jackson 
Chapters Ua Dae 

On entering the town, Mr. Davis was handed a 
telegram, announcing the death of Lincoln.

Stonewall Jackson, Zhe Beloved

ONFEDERATE VETERANS who helped flank 

Hooker at Chancellorsville, who stood their 

ground at first and second Manassass, and 
who marched in their sleep up and down the Shen- 
andoah Valley will have a chance here to fondle 
the personal effects of their great chieftain, Stone- 
wall Jackson. 

His field glasses, his combination knife and fork, 
the vast array of medals and badges given his 
widow have been placed in a cabinet here at the 
home of his grand-daugh- 
ter, Mrs. E. R. Preston, 
on Queens Road, so that 
his old soldiers may look 
upon them once more. 
There is something else 
there, too. It is a por- 
trait of the General which 
his widow has pronounc- 
ed the most perfect like- 
ness of him. 

Until her death here at 
Charlotte in 1915, Mrs. 
Jackson frequently stood 
before the picture for 
half an hour at the time, 
said Mr. Preston: “She 
has told me often that 
this picture is a ‘speaking 
likeness’ of the General. ‘As near a likeness as it 
is possible to make,’ she would add.” ... 

Also, at the Preston home are the priceless mes- 
sages which Lee and Jackson exchanged during 
their victorious campaigns, including the brief mes- 
sage of less than 100 words which Jackson wrote 
just before he was wounded at Chancellorsville, 
invoking the blessings of Providence and express- 
ing his determination to attack at once; and the 
other equally famous message from Lee to Jack- 
son, urging that for the good of the country he 
would have chosen to have been wounded in his 
stead. 

Jackson’s sword and the uniform in which he 
was wounded are in the Museum in Richmond.

Mrs. Preston has put these effects of her famed 
grandfather in glass cases so that they can be 
viewed by his old soldiers who share his fame. 

Jackson loved his men, and he didn’t ask them to 
do anything that he wouldn’t do. He showed that 
at first Manassass and again at Cedar Mountain. 
When his men were being mowed down by a heavy 
flanking fire at the Battle of Cedar Mountain he 
led the charge personally which turned the tide. 

This penniless orphan, Thomas Jonathan Jack- 
son, who by sheer force 
of character and deter- 
mination went through 
West Point, has justly 
been given a place of 
great fame among the 
military leaders of all 
ages because he is one of 
the few undefeated gen- 
erals in history. He was 
never involved in a disas- 
ter. He fought no Battle 
of Waterloo, engineered 
no Moscow retreat and 
was never surprised or 
successfully flanked. 

No one familiar with 
Jackson’s thorough meth- 
ods and his deep humil- 
ity of service can imagine him being caught at 
Waterloo like the bombastic First Napoleon was 
by a sunken road. Jackson would have known all 
about the hidden road—perhaps before the battle 
began. 


Jackson fought in nine major battles and was 
victorious in all. At Chancellorsville, if he had 
been wounded two hours later, he would probably 
have occupied the United States ford and sur- 
rounded Hooker and his whole army in its wilder- 
ness prison. He had almost accomplished that 
purpose after driving the whole right ring of the 
Federal Army before him for three hours. He 
had it completely turned. 


Jackson was a disciple of the first Napoleon, 


urging his principle to always attack the enemy 
before he is fully prepared, but he and Lee vio- 


lated both of Napoleon’s principles of “never fight 
a battle with an open flank or an uncovered re- 
treat” at Chancellorsville and won a great victory. 

Someone has suggested that maybe the reason 
for Jackson’s success lies in the fact he had been 
out of the army for a long time, had been teach- 
ing and brought a fresh viewpoint into military 
strategy and tactics. This may have more weight 
than a suggestion when it is remembered that 
both Sherman and Grant, the outstanding gen- 
erals of the other side, were out of the army when 
the war began; and that Nathan Bedford Forrest, 
whom Sherman hated perhaps more than anybody 
else and whom Sherman ranked as the greatest 
cavalry genius in the history of the world, also was 
an outsider. Forrest was not even a military man, 
but like Jackson he brought remarkable originality 
into the strategy and tactics of battle. These men 


were out of any army rut. They did things with 
fresh originality, and they got results. 

Thousands of Southerners and some Northern- 
ers believe that if Jackson had lived the war would 
have had a different ending. Certainly Lee would 
not have fought Gettysburg as he did fight it, if 
he had had a prompt executive like Jackson there. 
There is nothing in grieving over what is lost, but 
it is interesting to speculate and wonder what 
might have happened had Jackson been spared. 
It was a bitter ordeal for the South that after all 
of Jackson’s enemies had failed to harm him he 
had to be shot down by his own men, and that 
Longstreet was shot down by his own men in 
almost the identical manner while completing an 
attack to turn the enemy’s wing and while in the 
moment of a great victory. 

Such is war.

North Carolina In The Confederacy

HILE not desiring to detract from the 

\ \ self-sacrifice and bravery of troops from 
other states, that history may be kept 

straight it is well to recall briefly the gallant part 
taken by North Carolina in those times which 
tried men’s souls. With a white population in 
1860 of 629,942 and 115,000 voters, North Caro- 
lina sent 125,000 soldiers to the Confederate 
armies, composing eighty-four regiments and 
eighteen battalions, exceeding by 23,000 any other 
Over 41,000 were killed or died 


There were seven major generals 


southern state. 
in the service. 
from this state, of whom three were killed, namely: 
Pender, Ramseur, and Whiting. There were 
twenty-six brigadier generals from this state, of 
whom four were killed and nearly all the others 
wounded. North Carolina troops won the first 
victory at Bethel on June 10, 1861, they were fur- 
thest to the front at Gettysburg and Chickamauga 
and they fired the last volley at Appomattox Court 


House. 


At Gettysburg 2,592 Confederates were killed 
and 12,707 wounded, and 3,155 Federals were 
killed and 14,529 were wounded. Of the killed, 
700 were from North Carolina, 435 from Georgia, 
399 from Virginia, 258 from Mississippi, 217 from 
South Carolina and 204 from Alabama. The three 
brigades which lost the most men in that battle 
were Pettigrew’s North Carolina (190 killed), 
Davis’s Mississippi, in which was one North Caro- 
lina regiment (180 killed), and Daniel’s North 
Carolina (165 killed). Pickett’s division of three 
brigades had 214 killed. No brigade in Pickett’s 
division lost as many killed and wounded as the 
Twenty-sixth North Carolina regiment, whose loss 
was eighty-six killed and 502 wounded, which was 
the heaviest loss of any regiment in either army 


in any battle of the war. There were sixteen 
brigades of Confederates in the first day’s battle, 
of which seven were from North Carolina. In 
what is called ‘“‘Pickett’s charge” there were nine- 
teen Virginia regiments and fifteen North Carolina 
regiments. At Reams Station in August, 1864, 
after the first efforts of other Confederates had 
failed, the three North Carolina brigades of Cooke, 
Lane and MacRae, consisting of only 1,750 men, 
routed the enemy and captured 2,100 prisoners. 
No troops were better armed and equipped than 
those from North Carolina and our state was the 
only one that clothed her troops during the entire 
war. She also furnished clothing for other troops 
and at the surrender had 92,000 suits of uniforms 
on hand and great stores of blankets and leather. 
At the close of the war North Carolina’s commis- 
sary was feeding about half of Lee’s army.

A MESSAGE TO THE UNITED CONFEDERATE VETERANS 
FROM THE PRESIDENT GENERAL, UNITED DAUGHTERS OF THE CONFEDERACY 


Fate denied victory to the Confederate soldier, but has granted him glorious immortality. Those who 
fell among the roar of cannon and the shriek of minie balls and the clashing of sabres, died for their be- 
loved South, you have lived for it. 

From Appomattox, where the God of battle touched each ragged gray cap with the badge of knight- 
hood, you turned to a land laid waste by war, to homes marked by but a mound of ashes and to a family 
whose destitution equaled your own. | 

You beat your swords into ploughshares and your spears into pruning hooks, you wrested from the 
hand of fate the reward of your undaunted courage; without the straw of working capital you made the 
bricks of progress, with poverty as your taskmaster you erected upon the ruins of war an edifice of peace 
and transformed penury into prosperity. Your scars are your badge of honor, suffering in the cause of 
Right, has traced lines upon your cheek, but the triumph of might is but for a season; victory does not 
grow ideals and frequently the defeated gain more from defeat than the victors from their hour of tri- 
umph.

The development of negro education is a part 
of the modern progress in education in the South- 
ern States. Recovering slowly from the effects of 
civil war, its school system has been slowly pro- 
gressing. It is encouraging to note that this for- 
ward movement is more and more including the 
negro in its program. 

Since 1913 great stimulus in the encouragement 
of negro education has been: The Julius Rosen- 
wald Fund, co-operating with the State Boards of 
Education of the fourteen Southern States, in ne- 
gro education, health and social relations. 

Present assets of the fund, $22,000,000, income 
and principal to be spent, at the request of the 
giver within twenty-five years after the founder’s 
death.

From 1912 to 1928 the fourteen Southern States 
have spent in rural school construction for negroes, 
$20,000,000 in erecting 4,354 Rosenwald schools.

In education, there are six colleges with an enrollment 
of more than 4,000 students and 28 public schools with 
9,300 pupils enrolled. 

During the past three years costly additions to the 
public school system were completed and others are under 
construction, including a group of new buildings for the 
High School. 

The orderly development of the city is assured and 

protected by zoning and city planning 
commissions. Health and prop- 
erty are safeguarded by efficient 
protective departments of the 
municipal government.

The industrial and economic development of Piedmont 
Carolinas, which has been of such magnitude, during the 
past two decades, that it has attracted the attention of the 
entire business world, has been due more larfgely than to 
any other factor to electric power, which has been made 
available in almost unlimited quantities by the Duke Power 
Company and its affiliated interests.
